Dear Sir, —The great race is just over, and Decatur is triumphant! He beat 
Fanny Wyatt the first heat in 7:45—th* quickest four mile time ever made on our 
track. The mare had the track at the start, when the horse went up to her, and 
after a rally of half a mile, he passed her, and kept a length ahead until nearly half 
way upon the third mile, when she made an attempt to pass, but failed; ahe went 
.up and locked the horse on the close of the same mile, when he shook her off, 
and the whole affair was ended, ao far as any real contest was concerned. In th© 
fourth mile Decatur did as ho pleased, widened the gap between them all the time, 
and the mare came to a halt as soon as she got within the distance stand. 

In the 2d heat Decatur took the track under a pull, gradually leaving the mare, 
further and further behind him, until at the end of the 3d mile, when Fanny waa 
stopped—Deca’ur went on by himself [having ran the first 3 miles of this heat in 
5 44] without any falling off in his 6pced to the close of the 4th mile; and so 
ended this great match, which, like some other matches, was no match at all.
